mean to imply that troops are 
indeed about to be withdrawn. 
He said this will depend on 
how the Paris negotiations pro- 
ceed. 


"I wish to create the impres- 


sion that it is my personal de- 
sire that such progress can be 
made in Paris ... that we 
would be able to reach an agree- 
ment so there would be a 
mutual -withdrawal of troops,"

At the same time, Clifford

W. Abrams, U.S. commander in 
Vietnam, is preparing for such 
an offensive in case the North 
Vietnamese "choose to go this 
route." 


Clifford also said it is also

His disclosure of possible

money came as he reported that 
the Pentagon has now met con* 
gressionally required spending 
cuts of $3 billion for this bud- 
get year. 


Clifford said the cuts were 


shared this way by the services: 
Army $900 million, Navy $992 
million, Air Force $928 million, 
and the various defense agen- 
cies $180 million. 


Clifford would not say how 


these spending cuts leaves the 
1969 spending total but he spoke 
of budget pressures which have 
arisen.

Two Battles Raging

SAIGON (AP)—Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese troops bat- 
tled American infantrymen at 
two points north of Saigon Mon- 
day, shelled a dozen bases and 
towns during the night and burn- 
ed down 125 homes in two un- 
defended hamlets in the Cen- 
tral 
Highlands, 
military 


spokesmen reported today. 
The ground fighting was on 
familiar battlegrounds along the 
jungle routes leading toward 
Saigon. A total of 16 Americans 
and 59 of the enemy were re- 
ported killed in the two encoun- 
ters, and 19 Americans were 
wounded. 
The heaviest fighting raged in 


dusty underbrush and towering 
forests about 60 miles north of 
fiaigon and only four miles from 
An Loc, a key provincial capi- 
tal. 


About 150 troops from the U. S. 
1st Air cavalry Division were 
out looking for troops of the 
North Vietnamese 7th Division 
when they came under intense 
fire from well fortified bunk- 
ers. 
"It 
was close in fighting," 


said a U. S. spokesman. 
U. S. Air Force dive bombers 
came to the aid of the air cav- 
alrymen, and 45 of the enemy 
were reported killed in the day- 
long fight. But 14 of the Amer- 
ican soldiers were killed.

There was some instinctive stirring of free-press hackles when 


Richard M. Nixon designated Herbert G. Klein to serve as "direct- 
or of communications" in the new administration. Whether the 
raising of hackles is justified will depend on the concept of Klein's 
task, and on how it is carried out. 


Though the lofty title conferred by the president-elect upon his 


old friend has not previously been used, presidential press direct- 
ors in recent times have all tried in some measure to ride herd 
on information officers throughout the executive branch of the 
government. Klein, since he will not liimself have to serve as a 
day to day press officer, may succeed where others failed. 


Success in this endeavor is a relative matter, granted. But 


none of Klein's predecessors in the Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations has been able to keep department and agency in- 
formation officers wholly in line. That may be all to the good, so 
far as the public is concerned—and this is precisely the consid- 
eration which some find worrisome when they think of Nixon hav- 
ing an overall "director of communications." ft is feared that the 
holder of this title may turn into a kind of information czar, an 
understandably distasteful idea. 


One well informed observer is Rep. JohnE. Moss of California, 


who has for some time been chairman of a House committee on 
freedom of information. He has expressed apprehension as to 
"the awesome powers seemingly proposed" for the director of 
communications, and says he fears they might "lend themselves 
toward the concept of a dictatorial and suppressive single voice 
in government." 
This is not a silly bugaboo to be shrugged off. Moss rightly 


notes that improper use of the powers Klein is to have might des- 
troy "the greatest protection there is against government secrecy, 
which is the access to diversified sources of information." Moss 
also properly calls attention to other possible dangers in having 
a central source of executive information —"the opportunity to 
exercise censorship, to manage the news and to manipulate in- 
formation that is not favorable to the administration In power." 


In extenuation it must be remembered that White House efforts 


to manage the news in one way or another are nothing new; every 


president in our time has indulged in this to some extent. The fact 
that Klein is to be known as director of communications is not 
in itself reason to condemn this arrangement. We must wait and 
and see its practical effect—see whether Klein will truly use his 
office "to eliminate any possibility of a credibility gap" as Nixon 
has directed him to do. Press and concerned citizens alike will 
watch the matter with great interest.

WHEN once I wrote a col- 


umn on dyslexia, a visual dis- 
turbance that causes 
diffi-

reading.

ters from readers and even 
doctors who differed with me 
about its exact meaning. I 
was also impressed by the

they were in

lems of their children. 


That which stands out 
ib 


the fact that hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
children 
with 


reading difficulties arc classed 
as poor students and without 
muscular coordination because 
of unsuspected eye problems 
Many of these children are 
p o o r 
performers 
and are 


placed in "slow classes" and 
wrongly treated as if they had 
actual brain damage or men- 
tal retardation. This stigma 
can persist and alter their en- 
tire adolescent and adult life 
unless the 
real 
problem 
is 


recognized, treated and cured. 


Emotional disturbances and 


unusual behavior patterns in 
children have been traced to 
wrongly diagnosed, neglected 
and 
even 
unsuspected 
eye 


problems. Barbara Newman, a 
psychologist 
in 
New 
York 


City, wrote in a personal com- 
munication to me that "the 
complicated reading processes 
do not always progress in all 
children at the same rate of 
speed. There are a variety of 
reasons why this occurs. All 
of them should be tracked 
down and pursued relentlessly 
if children are to be given 
their 
birthright 
to 
develop 


without any shame or stig- 
ma."A visual disturbance must 
be suspected in all instances 
of reading or study difficulty. 
A finely detailed examination 
by an eye 5pst; "ilist can rule 
out 
physical 
problems. 
If 


found these must be corrected. 
Psychological testing may of- 
fer a lead to the nature of the 
reading difficulty and person- 
ality £w«ems. 


Ther* I* now a speciality 


that devotes itself 
to the 


greater understanding of the 
nature of reading difficulty. 
Many universities and medical 
schools have departments with 
the 
most 
ingenious instru- 


ments to target the cause and 
r e m e d y it. Unfortunately 
many specialists in the field 
complain that there are years 
of delay before the child is 
brought to them for corrective 
and remedial reading. They 
state that reading retardation, 
poor memory spans and fail- 
ure in skills might have been 
avoided 
if 
children 
w i t h

discovered 


early.

Money 
of 
the 


Johns H o p k i n s University 
School of Medicine in Balti- 
more says that a disabled 
reader is one who is unable 
to profit from the standard 
methods of instruction. He be- 
lieves "reading disability can 
be suspected and recognized 
in the first and second grade. 
There is no single cause of 
reading disablement." In a 
new book. The Disabled Read- 
er, there are many contribu- 
tors who have collaborated m 
the hope that thousands of 
children can be spared from a 
life of illiteracy.

TAKES AS VIETNAM; ASIATIC 
COMMUNISTS ARE STIRRING 
UP THAI REVOLUTION, U, S. 
HAS 45,000 TROOPS EN THAI- 
LAND 


WASHINGTON — Even as the 
Paris peacemakers are nego- 
tiating a possible end to the 
Vietnam war, Asiatic Commu- 
nists have started a new, Viet- 
nam-style Insurrection against 
Thailand. They are repeating 
there the same tactics that 
plunged South Vietnam into a 
bloodbath. 


Unhappily, the United States 


with 45,000 troops already scat- 
tered throughout Thailand is al- 
so repeating some of the mis- 
takes of Vietnam. 
This embryonic revolution is 
the classic model, which has 
become the principal Commu- 
nist export in Asia. Two main 
thrusts are aimed at the neck 
and heart of Northern Thailand. 
The Red Chinese are stirring 
up the mountain tribesmen who 
i n h a b i t the neckland. These 
tribesmen feel no allegiance to 
Thailand, and roam freely a- 
cross the jungle-choked border 
with Laos. Lately, they have 
been returning with Russian- 
made assault rifles and revolu- 
tionary Mao thoughts. 


At the same time, North Viet- 


nam has been slipping infiltra- 
tors 
into 
the northeastern 


heartland, which is occupied 
largely by Vietnamese. Col. 
Witt Nimnaun, governor of Nong 
Khai, has estimated that more 
than 95 per cent of the 10,000 
Vietnamese refugees in his pro- 
vince are pro-Hanoi. 
The infiltration is directed by 


the North Vietnamese embassy 
across the Mekong River in 
Vientiane, the Laotian capital. 
Just as the end of the Korean 


war allowed China to concen- 
trate its efforts in Indo-China, 
the relaxation of military pres- 
sures in Vietnam has caused 
an increase in guerrilla activity 
in Thailand. Weapons intended 
for Vietnam already are being 
diverted to Thailand from Com- 
munist depots in the Southern 
Chinese province of Yunnan. 
An underground radio, which 
calls itself the "Voice of the 
People 
of Thailand," also 


broadcasts out of Yunnan. The 
propaganda is merely an echo 
of the harangues heard in South 
Vietnam; only the language is 


different. 


"BIG, BAD UNCLE SAM" 
The guerrilla tactics of prop- 
agandizing the villages and 
slaughtering government sym- 
pathizers are also familiar. And 
the Communists' favorite whip- 
ping boy is the same —big, bad 
Uncle Sam, whose military 
presence has already rubbed a 
few raw sores. 
As in Vietnam, the United 


States is supporting a mili- 
tary government and extending 
it unlimited aid. This has pro- 
duced some of the same corrup- 
tion and Inflation that resulted 
from the outpouring of aid to 
South Vietnam. The King of 
Thailand is one of the wealth- 
iest monarchs in the world and 
there is a great chasm between 
the military oligarchy and the 
masses. 
The U. S. Army also turns 
GIs loose in Bangkok for rest, 
recreation and romance. Their 
free spending and whirlwind 
courtship of pretty Thai girls 
chafes many young Thai men. 
Similar 
resentments 
finally 


forced the army to withdraw 
all but "essential" troops out of 
Saigon. 


The Thai troops who have been 
sent into the mountain jungles 
to fight the hit-and-run guer- 
rillas are also unacquainted 
•with the people and unfamiliar 
with the terrain. On these thick, 
green battlefields, the paral- 
lels to Vietnam are easily 
drawn. 


Yet not all the mistakes of 


Vietnam are being repeated in 
Thailand. We have taken pains, 
for instance, to avoid any direct 
American involvement in Thai- 
land's brewing insurgency. We 
have persuaded the Thais that 
this is their war, and they must 
fight it themselves with their 
own men. 
U. S. equipment and U.S. train- 
ing are being used, but the men 
carrying the guns are Thais. 
Americans are training Thai 
border patrols and counter - 
insurgency 
units. 
But 
the 


Americans positively do not 
accompany the Thais into bat- 
tle. Indeed, no Americans are 
assigned to Thai units below 
the battalion level. 


Neither the Army nor the CIA 
are permitted in Thailand to 
operate their own counter- 
insurgency outfits. There are 
no special forces, no Green 
Berets. 
Most of the 45,000 American

troops In Thailand are engaged 
in the Vietnam 
war 
effort. 


Only a comparative handful are 
training Thai army and border- 
patrol units. 


The huge U. S. military pres- 
ence, however, is both a deter- 
rent to front-door Chinese ag- 
gression and an invitation to 
back-door infiltration. For U. 
S. military activity In Thailand 
is grist for the Communist 
propaganda mill. 


When the American Involve - 
ment in South Vietnam was 
about the same scale as the 
present involvement in Thai- 
land in the 1950s, then- Vice 
President Nixon urged a mili- 
tary escalation. It remains tobe 
seen what President-elect Nix- 
on will do about Thailand. 


HE WILL BE MISSED 
Ambassadors come and go in 


Washington. Some don't remain 
long enough to be known. Some 
represent obscure countries. 
Many will not be missed. 
One ambassador who will be 
missed 
is 
Heinrich Knapp- 


stein of West Germany, who re- 
tires this week alter helping 
to make history. Not only has 
Knappstein won friends among 
Americans who twice went to 
war with his country, but he 
bucked his own government in 
regard to the very Important 
issue of prosecuting Nazi war 
criminals 20 years after their 
crimes. 
German law places a statute of 
limitations on punishment for 
murder after 20 years. But in 
1964, with not all the Nazi war 
criminals prosecuted, Knapp- 
stein proposed that the statute 
of limitations be extended for 
at least another five years. 
His government in Bonn was 
opposed, and there was consid- 
erable discussion in the Ger- 
man press over the fact that 
the 
German ambassador in 


Washington differed from the 
government he represented at 
home. 
However, the West German 


Reichstag supported Knappstein 
and extended for five years the 
law permitting prosecution for 
murder. 
Knappstein is the former edi- 
tor of the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
and old and distinguished Ger- 
man newspaper. After the war 
he entered diplomacy, served 
for five years as consul general 
in Chicago, came to Washing- 
ton in 1962, has been here ever 
since. He will be missed.

DEATH ROW, U.S.A. 


In his best-selling and unfor- 
gettable book, Edgar Smith, 
whose vigil in death row is the 
longest in contemporary his- 
tory, speculates that in all prob- 
ability capital punishment will 
soon be abolished in New Jer- 
sey. Local abolitionists, he con- 
cludes, have adopted a psycho- 
logical strategy which calls for 
the execution of Edgar Smith 
followed by a backlash of re- 
sentment and disgust which ,vill 
overwhelm the legislature and 
compel it to abolish capital pun- 
ishment permanently. 
"I 
wish to serve notice," 


writes Smith in "Brief Against 
Death," "that if nominated I 
shall not run, and if elected 1 
shall not serve." 
The strength and the wit of 
that 
observation 
— indeed, 


the incredible story of Edgar 
Smith —serves to remind us 
that capital punishment, the 
problem thereof, is one of the 
great unfinished pieces of busi- 
ness 
in this country, and 


that no solution to it is worse 
than the existing solution, which 
is to leave several hundred men 
imprisoned in the nation's death 
houses in a state of permanent 
insecurity 
on 
the question 


whether they will live or die 
violently. 


What are these men like? What 
are they thinking about? How do 
they pass their days? How dif- 
ferent are their quarters? Their 
regimen? Their attitudes? What 
do the wardens think? And the 
families of the victims? 


Surely there are few assign- 
ments of such imperative inter- 
est, and no medium better suit- 
ed to Imforming the public than 
television. And sure enough, 
a year or so ago the Ameri- 
can 
Broadcasting 
Company 


commissioned Truman Capote 
to put together a documentary 
on Death Row, U.S.A. Mr. Ca- 
pote, who is one of the most 
expensive talents on Hie nation- 
al scene, and ought to be, set 
out on the road with a sizable 
staff and months later com- 
pleted a one -hour documentary 
whose Impact, put simply, is 
unforgettable. 


It has the advantage of being 


non-tractarian. There is plenty 
there to whet the appetite for 
abolition. But there is also am- 
bivalence. One scene is of a 
little man in Indiana, who speaks 
with strange and beguiling sad- 
ness, and soon one comes to 


know that he is a thoughtful 
man, educated; indeed a prac- 
tising psychiatrist. He tells of 
the death-rape of his little girl 
and how, when the mob gather- 
ed outside the county jail, he 
stood up to dissuade it from 
entering into the prison and 
hanging the culprit. 


I have lived to regret what I 


did—he says. Because I thought 
then —and I assured my wife 
at that time —that the prisoner 
would be dealt justice. Now, 
eight years later, the prisoner 
is still in death row and there 
is, let's fact it, no real pros- 
pect that he will be punished. 
I care less for his punishment 
(the doctor went on), than for 
the effect that his non-punish- 
ment is having on my wife, 
whose faith is gone, who is 
disillusioned with her country, 
and with its claims to justice; 
who is being transformed, who 
is being made ugly by all the 
ugliness which might have been 
wiped clean if I had let the mob 
have its way. Oh I know, I 
know —said the little doctor- 
how could I not know, since I 
am a student of the subject? 
But I also know what is hap- 
pening to my wife. . . . 


Such are 
the complexities 


ruthlessly, superbly, recorded 
by Truman Capote, and the end 
of the story is that, incredibly, 
the public is not to be permit- 
ted to view the television spe- 
cial Why? ABC has issued more 
than one explanation, Including 
that it is too grim. One would 
hope that whoever said that had 
tongue in cheek, considering 
the fare that television audien- 
ces are given to view along 
with their Post Toasties, like 
American 
soldiers 
being 


slaughtered live in South Viet- 
nam or, if you want fiction, 
the latest romp of James Bond. 
No, what you have here classi- 
cally is the collision between 
mature 
television 
and box 


office. No doubt the generals 
at ABC figure that it would be 
hard to get a sponsor for a pro- 
gram so deeply provocative. 
And after all you can't sell 
your Emmies for a hundred 
thousand dollars, or whatever it 
would cost to run this program. 
It Is a terrible pity that some 
television network won't vouch- 
safe us all this remarkable 
film, which is another argu- 
ment for the only ultimate so- 
solution to quality television, 
which is pay-TV.

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We Can Only Wait And See 
There was some instinctive stirring of free-press hackles when 
Richard M. Nixon designated Herbert G. Klein to serve as “ direct­ 
or of communications” in the new administration. Whether the 
raising of hackles is justified will depend on the concept of Klein's 
task, and on how it is carried out. 
Though the lofty title conferred by the president-elect upon his 
old friend has not previously been used, presidential press direct­ 
ors in recent times have all tried in some measure to ride herd 
on information officers throughout the executive branch of the 
government. Klein, since he will not himself have to serve as a 
day to day press officer, may succeed where others failed. 
Success in this endeavor is a relative matter, granted. But 
none of Klein's predecessors in the Kennedy and Johnson ad­ 
ministrations has been able to keep department and agency in­ 
formation officers wholly in line. That may be all to the good, so 
far as the public is concerned—and this is precisely the consid­ 
eration which some find worrisome when they think of Nixon hav­ 
ing an overall "director of communications.” It is feared that the 
holder of this title may turn into a kind of information czar, an 
understandably distasteful idea. 
One well informed observer is Rep. JohnE. Moss of California, 
who has for some time been chairman of a House committee on 
freedom of information. He has expressed apprehension as to 
“ the awesome powers seemingly proposed” for the director of 
communications, and says he fears they might "lend themselves 
toward the concept of a dictatorial and suppressive single voice 
in government.” 
This is not a silly bugaboo to be shrugged off. Moss rightly 
notes that improper use of the powers Klein is to have might des­ 
troy "Hie greatest protection there is against government secrecy, 
which is the access to diversified sources of information.” Moss 
also properly calls attention to other possible dangers in having 
a central source of executive information —“the opportunity to 
exercise censorship, to manage the news and to manipulate in­ 
formation that is not favorable to the administration in power.” 
In extenuation it must be remembered that White House efforts 
to manage the news in one way or another are nothing new; every 


president in our time has indulged in this to some extent. The fact 
that Klein is to be known as director of communications is not 
in itself reason to condemn this arrangement. We must wait and 
and see its practical effect—see whether Klein will truly use his 
office “ to eliminate any possibility of a credibility gap” as Nixon 
has directed him to do. Press and concerned citizens alike will 
watch the matter with great interest.

Slow Readers' Problem

WHEN once I wrote a col­ 
umn on dyslexia, a visual dis­ 
turbance that causes diffi­ 
culty 
in 
reading, I was 
amazed by the number of let­ 
ters from readers and even 
doctors who differed with me 
about its exact meaning. I 
was also impressed by the 
fact that the 
r e a l purpose 
of the column 
was lost or 
overlooked by 
t h o s e 
who 
were more in­ 
terested in 
a 
technical defi­ 
nition t h a n 
they were in 
alerting par­ 
ents to the 
visual 
prob­ 
lems of their children. 
That which stands out is 
the fact that hundreds of 
thousands of children with 
reading difficulties are classed 
as poor students and without 
muscular coordination because 
of unsuspected eye problems 
Many of these children are 
p o o r performers and are 
placed in "slow classes” and 
wrongly treated as if they had 
actual brain damage or men­ 
tal retardation. This stigma 
can persist and alter their en­ 
tire adolescent and adult life 
unless the real problem is 
recognized, treated and cured. 
Emotional disturbances and 
unusual behavior patterns in 
children have been traced to 
wrongly diagnosed, neglected 
and even unsuspected eye 
problems. Barbara Newman, a 
psychologist in New York 
Cltv. wrote in a personal com­ 
munication to me that “the 
complicated reading processes 
do not always progress in all 
children at the same rate of 
speed. There are a variety of 
reasons why this occurs. All 
of them should be tracked 
down and pursued relentlessly 
if children are to be given 
their birthright to develop 
without any shame or stig­ 
m a”A visual disturbance must 
be su sp ected in all instances 
of reading or study difficulty. 
A finely detailed examination 
by an eye »píc.'list can rule 
out physical problems. If 
found these must be corrected. 
P sych o lo g ica l testing may of­ 
fer a lead to the nature of the 
reading difficulty and person­

Many universities and medical 
schools have departments with 
the most ingenious instru­ 
ments to target the cause and 
r e m e d y it. Unfortunately 
many specialists in the field 
complain that there are years 
of delay before the child is 
brought to them for corrective 
and remedial reading. They 
state that reading retardation, 
pool memory’ spans and fail­ 
ure in skills might have been 
avoided if children w i t h 
"problems" were discovered 
early. 
Dr. John Money of the 
Johns H o p k i n s University 
School of Medicine in Balti­ 
more say’s that a disabled 
reader is one who is unable 
to profit from the standard 
methods of instruction. He be­ 
lieves "reading disability can 
be suspected and recognized 
in the first and second grade 
There is no single cause of 
reading disablement.” In a 
new book. The Disabled Read­ 
er. there are many contribu­ 
tors who have collaborated in 
the hope that thousands of 
children can be spared from a 
life of illiteracy. Just as there 
are many causes and types of 
dyslexia, so there are many 
different approaches to the 
problem. 
Parents of slow readers 
must not get trapped in the 
scientific web of technical 
terms. Their job is to recog­ 
nize early that a problem ex­ 
ists and that It must be reme­ 
died. How this should be done 
depends entirely on the judg­ 
ment of physicians, psychia­ 
trists. psychologists and au­ 
dio-visual experts. Delay de­ 
feats a child’s chance of nor­ 
mal physical and emotional 
growth and happiness.

UP THAI REVOLUTION, U.S. 
HAS 45,000 TROOPS IN THAI­ 
LAND

WASHINGTON - Even as the 
Paris peacemakers are nego­ 
tiating a possible end to the 
Vietnam war, Asiatic Commu­ 
nists have started a new, Viet­ 
nam-style insurrection against 
Thailand. They are repeating 
there the same tactics that 
plunged South Vietnam into a 
bloodbath. 
Unhappily, the United States 
with 45,000 troops already scat­ 
tered throughout Thailand is al­ 
so repeating some of the mis­ 
takes of Vietnam. 
This embryonic revolution Is 
the classic model, which has 
become the principal Commu­ 
nist export in Asia. Two main 
thrusts are aimed at the neck 
and heart of Northern Thailand. 
The Red Chinese are stirring 
up the mountain tribesmen who 
i n h a b i t the neckland. These 
tribesmen feel no allegiance to 
Thailand, and roam freely a- 
cross the jungle-choked border 
with Laos. Lately, they have 
been returning with Russian- 
made assault rifles and revolu­ 
tionary Mao thoughts. 
At the same time, North Viet­ 
nam has been slipping infiltra­ 
tors 
into the northeastern 
heartland, which is occupied 
largely by Vietnamese. Col. 
Witt Nimnaun, governor of Nong 
Khai, has estimated that more 
than 95 per cent of the 10,000 
Vietnamese refugees in his pro­ 
vince are pro-Hanoi. 
The infiltration is directed by 
the North Vietnamese embassy 
a c r o s s the Mekong River in 
Vientiane, the Laotian capital. 
Just as the end of the Korean 
war allowed China to concen­ 
trate its efforts in Indo-China, 
the relaxation of military pres­ 
sures in Vietnam has caused 
an increase in guerrilla activity 
in Thailand. Weapons intended 
for Vietnam already are being 
diverted to Thailand from Com­ 
munist depots in the Southern 
Chinese province of Yunnan. 
An underground radio, which 
calls itself the “ Voice of the 
People 
of Thailand,” also 
broadcasts out of Yunnan. The 
propaganda is merely an echo 
of the harangues heard in South 
Vietnam; only the language is 


different. 


“ BIG, BAD UNCLE SAM” 
The guerrilla tactics of prop­ 
agandizing the villages and 
slaughtering government sym­ 
pathizers are also familiar. And 
the Communists’ favorite whip­ 
ping boy is the same —big, bad 
Uncle Sam, whose military 
presence has already rubbed a 
few raw sores. 
As in Vietnam, the United 
States is supporting a mili­ 
tary government and extending 
it unlimited aid. This has pro­ 
duced some of the same corrup­ 
tion and inflation that resulted 
from the outpouring of aid to 
South Vietnam. The King of 
Thailand Is one of the wealth­ 
iest monarchs In the world and 
there is a great chasm between 
the military oligarchy and the 
masses. 
The U. S. Army also turns 
GIs loose in Bangkok for rest, 
recreation and romance. Their 
free spending and whirlwind 
courtship of pretty Thai girls 
chafes many young Thai men. 
Similar 
resentments finally 
forced the army to withdraw 
all but “ essential” troops out of 
Saigon. 
The Thai troops who have been 
sent into the mountain jungles 
to fight the hit-and-run guer­ 
rillas are also unacquainted 
with the people and unfamiliar 
with the terrain. On these thick, 
green battlefields, the paral­ 
lels to Vietnam are easily 
drawn. 
Yet not all the mistakes of 
Vietnam are being repeated in 
Thailand. We have taken pains, 
for instance, to avoid any direct 
American involvement in Thai­ 
land’s brewing Insurgency. We 
have persuaded the Thais that 
this is their war, and they must 
fight it themselves with their 
own men. 
U. S.equipment and U.S. train­ 
ing are being used, but the men 
carrying the guns are Thais. 
Americans are training Thai 
border patrols and counter- 
insurgency 
units. 
But the 
Americans positively do not 
accompany the Thais into bat­ 
tle. Indeed, no Americans are 
assigned to Thai units below 
the battalion level. 
Neither the Army nor the CIA 
are permitted in Thailand to 
operate their own counter­ 
insurgency outfits. There are 
no special forces, no Green 
Berets. 
Most of the 45,000 American

troops in Thailand are engaged 
in the Vietnam 
war effort. 
Only a comparative handful are 
training Thai army andborder- 
patrol units. 
The huge U. S. military pres­ 
ence, however, is both a deter­ 
rent to front-door Chinese ag­ 
gression and an invitation to 
back-door Infiltration. For U. 
S. military activity in Thailand 
is grist for the Communist 
propaganda mill. 
When the American involve - 
ment in South Vietnam was 
about the same scale as the 
present involvement in Thai­ 
land in the 1950s, then- Vice 
President Nixon urged a m ili­ 
tary escalation. It remains tobe 
seen what President-elect Nix­ 
on will do about Thailand.

to make history. Not only has

His government in Bonn was 
opposed, and there was consid­ 
erable discussion in the Ger­ 
man press over the fact that

German ambassador in 
Washington differed from the 
government he represented at 
home. 
However, the West German 
Reichstag supported Knappstein 
and extended for five years the 
law permitting prosecution for 
murder. 
Knappstein is the former edi­ 
tor of the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
and old and distinguished Ger­ 
man newspaper. After the war 
he entered diplomacy, served 
for five years as consul general 
in Chicago, came to Washing­ 
ton in 1962, has been here ever 
since.

than the existing solution, which 
is to leave several hundred men 
Imprisoned in toe nation's death 
houses in a state of permanent 
insecurity 
on 
the question

violently. 
What are these men like? What 
are they thinking about? How do 
they pass their days? How dif­ 
ferent are their quarters? Their 
regimen? Their attitudes? What 
do the wardens think? And the 
families of toe victims? 
Surely there are few assign­ 
ments of such imperative inter­ 
est, and no medium better suit­ 
ed to lmforming toe public than 
television. And sure enough, 
a year or so ago the Ameri­ 
can 
Broadcasting Company 
commissioned Truman Capote 
to put together a documentary 
on Death Row, U.S.A. Mr. Ca­ 
pote, who is one of the most 
expensive talents on the nation­ 
al scene, and ought to be, set 
out on the road with a sizable 
staff and months later com­ 
pleted a one -hour documentary 
whose impact, put simply, is 
unforgettable. 
It has the advantage of being 
non-tractarian. There is plenty 
there to whet the appetite for 
abolition. But there is also am­ 
bivalence. One scene is of a 
little man in Indiana, who speaks 
with strange and beguiling sad­ 
ness, and soon one comes to 


know that he is a thoughtful 
man, educated; Indeed a prac­ 
tising psychiatrist. He tells of 
the death-rape of his little girl 
and how, when toe mob gather­ 
ed outside the county jail, he 
stood up to dissuade it from 
entering into toe prison and 
hanging the culprit. 
I have lived to regret what I 
did—he says. Because I thought 
then —and I assured my wife 
at that time —that the prisoner 
would be dealt justice. Now, 
eight years later, the prisoner 
is still In death row and there 
is, let's fact it, no real pros­ 
pect that he will be punished. 
I care less for his punishment

One would 
hope that whoever said that had 
tongue in cheek, considering 
the fare that television audien­ 
ces are given to view along 
with their Post Toastles, like 
American 
s o l d i e r s being 
slaughtered live in South Viet­ 
nam or, if you want fiction, 
the latest romp of James Bond. 
No, what you have here classi­ 
cally is the collision between 
mature 
television and box 
office. No doubt the generals 
at ABC figure that it would be 
hard to get a sponsor forapro- 
gram so deeply provocative. 
And after all you can't sell 
your Emmies for a hundred 
thousand dollars, or whatever it 
would cost to run this program. 
It is a terrible pity that some 
television network won’t vouch­ 
safe us all this remarkable 
film, which is another argu­ 
ment for the only ultimate so- 
solution to quality television, 
which is pay-TV.

DEATH ROW, UJS.A. 
In his best-selling and unfor­ 
gettable book, Edgar Smith, 
whose vigil in death row is toe 
longest in contemporary his­ 
tory, speculates that in all prob­ 
ability capital punishment will 
soon be abolished in New Jer­ 
sey. Local abolitionists, tie con­ 
cludes, have adopted a psycho­ 
logical strategy which calls for 
the execution of Edgar Smith 
followed by a backlash of re­ 
sentment and disgust which will 
overwhelm toe legislature and 
compel it to abolish capital pun­ 
ishment permanently. 
" I wish to serve notice,” 
writes Smith in "Brief Against 
Death,” 
"that if nominated I 
shall not run, and if elected 1 
shall not serve.” 
The strength and the wit of 
that 
observation 
— indeed, 
the incredible story of Edgar 
Smith —serves to remind us 
that capital punishment, the 
problem thereof, is one of the 
great unfinished pieces of busi­ 
ness 
in this country, and 
that no solution to it is worse 
than the existing solution, which 
is to leave several hundred men 
Imprisoned in the nation’s death 
houses in a state of permanent 
Insecurity 
on 
the question 
whether they will live or die 
violently. 
What are these men like? What 
are they thinking about? How do 
they pass their days? How dif­ 
ferent are their quarters? Their 
regimen? Their attitudes? What 
do the wardens think? And the 
families of toe victims? 
Surely there are few assign­ 
ments of such imperative inter­ 
est, and no medium better suit­ 
ed to lmforming the public than 
television. And sure enough, 
a year or so ago the Ameri­ 
can 
Broadcasting 
Company 
commissioned Truman Capote 
to put together a documentary 
on Death Row, UjS.A. Mr. Ca­ 
pote, who is one of the most 
expensive talents on the nation­ 
al scene, and ought to be, set 
out on the road with a sizable 
staff and months later com - 
pie ted a one -hour documentary 
whose impact, put simply, is 
unforgettable. 
It has the advantage of being 
non -tractarian. There is plenty 
there to whet toe appetite for 
abolition. But there is also am­ 
bivalence. One scene is of a 
little man in Indiana, who speaks 
with strange and beguiling sad­ 
ness, and soon one comes to 


know that he Is a thoughtful 
man, educated; indeed a prac­ 
tising psychiatrist. He tells of 
the death-rape of his little girl 
and how, when the mob gather­ 
ed outside the county jail, he 
stood up feo dissuade it from 
entering into the prison and 
hanging toe culprit. 
I have lived to regret what I 
did—he says. Because I thought 
then —and I assured my wife 
at that time —that the prisoner 
would be dealt justice. Now, 
eight years later, the prisoner 
is still In death row and there 
Is, let's fact it, no real pros­ 
pect that he will be punished. 
I care less for his punishment 
(the doctor went on), toan for 
the effect that his non-punish­ 
ment Is having on my wife, 
whose faith is gone, who is 
disillusioned with her country, 
and with its claims to justice; 
who is being transformed, who 
is being made ugly by all the 
ugliness which might have been 
wiped clean if I had let the mob 
have its way. Oh I know, I 
know —said the little doctor— 
how could I not know, since I 
am a student of the subject? 
But I also know what is hap­ 
pening to my wife. . . . 
Such are 
the complexities 
ruthlessly, superbly, recorded 
by Truman Capote, and the end 
of the story is that, incredibly, 
the public is not to be permit­ 
ted to view the television spe­ 
cial Why? ABC has issued more 
than one explanation, including 
that it is too grim. One would 
hope that whoever said that had 
tongue in cheek, considering 
the fare that television audien­ 
ces are given to view along 
with their Post Toasties, like 
American 
s o l d i e r s 
being 
slaughtered live in South Viet­ 
nam or, if you want fiction, 
the latest romp of James Bond. 
No, what you have here classi­ 
cally is the collision between 
mature 
television 
and box 
office. No doubt the generals 
at ABC figure that it would be 
hard to get a sponsor for a pro­ 
gram so deeply provocative. 
And after all you can’t sell 
your Emmies for a hundred 
thousand dollars, or whatever it 
would cost to run this program. 
It is a terrible pity that some 
television network won't vouch­ 
safe us all this remarkable 
film, which is another argu­ 
ment for the only ultimate so- 
solutlon to quality television, 
which is pay-TV.

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Secret Bank Accounts 
Informal Discussions

WASHINGTON (AP)—Informal 
discussions have begun with 
Switzerland to curb the use of 
secret bank accounts by Ameri- 
cans intent on avoiding taxes and 
restrictions on stock market 
speculation, Justice Depart- 
ment sources say. 
These sources said the talks 
probably will be continued by 
the incoming Nixon administra- 
tion with the aim of negotiating 
a treaty that would limit what 
was described as widespread 
abuses.

abroad 
and putting some of 


their commissions out of reach 
of U. S. tax authorities. 


— Corporation officials dodg- 


ing U. S. restrictions on trading 
with inside information. 


— Enormous numbers of stock 
market investors trying to cir- 
cumvent either the tax laws or 
the restrictions on trading on 
margin. 


Chairman Wright Patman, D- 
Tex., said at the close of the 
hearing he will introduce legis- 
latlon making it a crime for a 
U. S. citizen to deal with a for- 
eign bank not allowing U. S. 
government inspection 
of its 


records relating to American 
accounts. 
Patman, who said the hearing 


will be reconvened after Jan- 
uary, indicated he also will 
press for legislation to put all 
foreign banks operating in the 
United States under supervision 
of federal agencies. 


He also indicated he will ask 
the Federal Reserve Board to 
make certain that margin re- 
quirements for exchange trad- 
ing are being met b> domestic 
and foreign customers. 


"United States bank regula- 


tory agencies must share some 
of the blame for the problems 
uncovered by these hearings," 
Patman said. 
"Too little is knov,n by these 


agencies of the actual type of 
business in which b a n k s are 
engaged."

Nel 
son A. Rockefeller says he in 
tends to run for a fourth tern 
as governor, primarily to com- 
plete major urban developmen 
programs which he started. 


"I am planning to run agai) 


in 1970 unless something Inter 
venes in the meantime," Rock 
efeller said Monday. 
"I've got these things going,' 


the governor said, "the Urbai 
Development Corp., the Metro 
politan Transportation Author- 
ity and the antipollution pro- 
grams — that are ready to hel{ 
the cities and the state — and 
wouldn't want to leave them.' 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP)— Rival religious and po- 
litical factions in Northern Ire- 
land said today that agitation 
is likely to continue despite an 
impassioned call for peace in 
the streets by Premier Terence 
O'Neill. 


O'Neill warned in a television 
address Monday night that civil 
disorders had brought the state 
to the "brink of chaos" and that 
demonstrators should accept 
his 
government's policy of 


gradual reforms. 
Roman Catholic civil rights 
groups said O'Neill's plea was 


"statesmanlike," but they were 
disappointed the one-man one- 
vote principle and other elect- 
oral reforms had not been an- 
nounced. 


"Until these have been grant- 
ed, the civil rights campaign 
must continue," a spokesman 
said. 


Protestant 
extremists 
said 


they would continue their fight 
to preserve the constitution 
from change.

Fined For Burglary 


Sam Rice, a 19-year-old Los 
Molinos youth char ged with bur - 
glarizing a private home, has 
been sentenced to 90 days in 
the county jail, fined $100 and 
placed on five years probation

Court Judge Curtiss E. Wetter. 
Rice appeared in court yester- 
day with his young wife, who 
conferred briefly with him be- 
fore he was taken to the ]ail by 
sherrif's deputies.

Christison home in Los Mo- 
linos. Deputy district attorney 
Elmer Jennings noted that Rice 
had a previous burglary offense 
for which he is on probation, 
but that he was cooperative in 
his dealings with authorities 
this time.

President - elect Nixon's top 
farm advisers says the struggle 
between those who want more 
government in agriculture and 
those who want less resembles a 
football game m which the time 
is running out. 


Economist Don Paarlberg of 


Purdue University, said in re- 
marks prepared for the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
convention today that "the ball 
is in rmdfield" and neither side 
is gaining ground. 


"One team runs a series of 


plays and is forced to punt, "the 
former Eisenhower administra- 
tion farm official said. "The 
other team then fails to gain 
and also is forced to kick. There 
has been no score now for a 
long time, and the fans, who are 
paying for this show, are getting 
a little weary." 


Paarlberg, who has played a 


key role in Nixon's farm policy 
development, said so much en. 
ergy has been used in the an- 
cient battle that other major 
farm problems have been over- 
shadowed. 


Among these, he said, are

KANSAS CITY (AP) — One of 
President • elect Nixon's top 
farm advisers says the struggle 
between those who want more 
government in agriculture and 
those who want less resembles a 
football game in which the time 
is running out. 
Economist Don Paarlberg of 
Purdue University, said In re­ 
marks prepared for the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
convention today that "the ball 
is in mldfleld** and neither side 
is gaining ground. 
“One team runs a series of 
plays and is forced to punt,** the 
former Elsenhower administra­ 
tion farm official said. “The 
other team then fails to gain 
and also is forced to kick. There 
has been no score now for a 
long time, and the fans, who are 
paying for this show, are getting 
a little weary.»' 
Paarlberg, who has played a 
key role in Nixon's farm policy 
development, said so much erv. 
ergy has been used in the an­ 
cient battle that other major 
farm problems have been over­ 
shadowed. 
Among these, he said, are 
questions of rural poverty, the 
migration of large numbers of 
people out of rural areas, and 
the question of who is to have 
the decision-making role In age 
riculture: 
The family farm 
operator, the corporate farm, 
or the agribusiness firm en­ 
gaged in all levels of produc­ 
tion and marketing. 
“We are at a new juncture in 
this football game between 
those who would extend the role 
of government in agriculture 
and those who would terminate 
that role,»» Paarlberg said. 


“ The ball has just changed 
hands again. What kind of si^ 
nal will now be called?»* 
Paarlberg said that if exist­ 
ing farm programs were scrap­ 
ped “ this would be disastrous 
for farmers and politicians 
alike.'» And farmers have re­ 
jected in the past any further 
tightening of production coiw 
trots. 
Instead, he suggested, as the 
National Commission on Food 
and Fiber recommended last 
year, that the nation move grad­ 
ually to a market-oriented agri­ 
culture where producers man­ 
aged their own affairs. This 
basically is what Farm Bureau 
officials have urged. 
Paarlberg mentioned several 
other points which seem tobe In 
favor with Farm Bureau offi­ 
cials: 


-Long-term voluntary land 1 
retirement programs in which 
whole farms are taken from 
production. 
— Rural developement which 
would create off-farm jobs in 
rural areas, permitting people 
to shift from farming to non­ 
farm opportunities without dis­ 
rating their family locations. 
Paarlberg said that a shift in 
emphasis toward these objec­ 
tives “would call for a de-esca­ 
lation of the old controversy be­ 
tween those who favor and those 
who oppose" the strong hand of 
government in agruculture. 
“ Total victory by either 
group has become impossible 
Paarlberg said. “Thus there is 
a basis for accommodation; we 
can hope that the new architects 
of farm policy see this new 
opportunity." 
Move On To Return 
Property To Tax Roll 
CORNING — District Cham­ 
ber of Commerce manager 
M, G. Emery is working hard 
toward completion of a real es­ 
tate transaction, which if suc­ 
cessful, could add a sizable 
chunk to the county’s tax roll. 
The hoped-for transaction In­ 
volves a group of government- 
owned warehouses standing 
empty at Richfield, a little com - 
munity several miles north of 
here. When built back in 1947, 
Emery said, the warehouses 
were valued at as much as 
$350- 400,000. But they now 
stand abandoned except for one 
building leased by Richfield Box 
Shook.

The state Board of Higher Edu­ 
cation adopted a code Monday 
aimed at giving students in 
state universities and colleges 
the right to join withfaculty and 
administrators in making edu­ 
cational policies.
